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OPA Lifts Ceiling 


on Coffee; Control 
Over Wages May Go

Washington, Oct. 17—(AP) — 


OPA today removed price lids 
from coffee as it speeded up the 
decontrol drive. 


The price agency said it has ap- 


proved 
a. decontrol petition on 


both green and roasted coffee at 
all levels of distribution. 


"As the White House prepared to 


hasten the scrapping of wage con- 
trols along with food price ceil- 
ings, OPA freed all vegetable fats 
and oils—margarine, mayonnaise 
and salad dressings—from federal 
restraints. 


The agency said it agreed to lift 


its price ceilings on coffee because 
"data presented by the industry 
and obtaind by OPA' 'indicated 
that "supply and demand were ap- 
proximately in balance". 


The action represented the first 


formal approval of a petition for 
removal of ceilings on requests of 
one of OPA's Industrial advisory 
committees. 


The petitioned was the coffee 


industry advisory committee. 


Must Act Quickly 


OPA must act on such petitions 


within 15 days and it pointed out 
that today's action came 10 days 
after the decontrol petition was 
accepted. 


Eeven as the pace quickened. 


TJNRRA director Fiorello H. La- 
Guardia denounced the decision 
which led 
•> the speed-up—remov- 


al of meat controls—and declared 
the javff 
policy will result in "in- 


dustrial confusion, financial dislo- 
cation, social disturbance and pol- 
itical d-ctatorship". 


As LaGuardia spoke, 'in Okla- 


homa City, a high government of- 
ficial here predicted that "in a day 
or so" President Truman will clar- 
ify the status of the Wage Stab- 
ilization Board. 


This is the tri-way—public, in- 


dustry, labor—panel whose indus- 
try members recently submitted 
resignations to Truman. 
Some 


labor and business leaders have 
demanded that it be abolished. 


While forecasting a quick" deci- 


sion on the board, officials said 
the stage already is set for "ac- 
celerated" scrapping of wage con- 
trols. Hence they expressed doubt 
that the president will consider it 
necessary to take any further ac- 
tion on this right away. 


Wage Curbs 


One official m close touch with 


the White House discussions told 
a reporter that faster scrapping of 
wage curbs "will be automatic" as 
price lids drop off, since only in- 
dustries under ceilings are tied at 
present to pay controls. 


He added that OPA is "really 


going to roll" in getting rid of 
price ceilings, and that this in turn 
will_free wages in most industries 
very soon. 


In some fields—construction, for 


example—prices will remain under 
'control for some time. Hence, 
wages will too. 


As for the wage board, AFL and 


CIO members of the panel con-

Traced to Board 


Berlin. Oct. 17—(AP)—Editor- 


ials m the British press which 
blamed U. S. authorities for delay- 
in announcement of the Nuernberg- 
executions and Hermann Goenng's 
suicide ~rew a sharp rejoinder to- 
day from American military go\~- 
ernment public relations officers. 


They said arrangements for car- 


rying out the executions and news 
coverage of the hangings was a 
four-power responsibility executed 
by a quadripartite commission ap- 
pointed by the allied control coun- 
cil. 


They added that charges that a 


"gag" was imposed upon the press 
"comes with ill grace from the 
British, because their representa- 
tive in the control council, along 
with the French 
representative, 


wanted to restrict press and pic- 
ture coverage of the executions to 
a minimum"., 


(British newspapers complained 


last night that the handling of 
the news about Goering-'s suicide 
and the hangings had been "bung- 
led" and the London Daily Mali, 
in apparent reference to an unof- 
ficial report by Dana—American 
controlled German news agency— 
that Goering had been hanged with 
the other 30, Charged that "the 
world's press and the German 
people were completely deceived by 
an official American announce- 
ment xxx". 


(A Daily Express correspondent 


termed he long- delay m announc- 
ing Goenng's suicide—almost eight 
hours—the "worst hush-hush ban 
yet".) 


An American officer who at- 


tends control council sessions said 
the American representative, Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney, had led the 
fight to give the world press ac- 
cess to the executions and that 
in this effort he had the support of 
the Russians.

Goering's Suicide 
Thought Caused by 


Reporters' Visit

Nuernberg, Oct. 17—(AP) —A 


visit by eight allied 
correspon- 


dents to death row in the con- 
demried block of Nuernberg jail 
late Tuesday night 
may 
have 


prompted ex-Reichsmarshal Her- 
mann Goering to take the poison 
which enabled him to cheat the 
gallows of alhed justice. 


As one of those eight corres- 


pondents, I believe that the com- 
motion caused by our visit may 
have served to tip off Goering and 
the other condemned men that the 
hour of their doom was about to 
strike. 


As the correspondents, escorted 


by 
several 
security 
officers, 


shuffled through the narrow cor- 
ridor, peeking into the 
small 


iron-barred portholes of each of 
the condemned men's cells, it na- 
turally caused a stir. 


All Cells Guarded 


At the front of each cell stood 


a G. I. guard whose duty it was 
to keep a constant watch on the 
man inside the'cell. I noticed at 
tMe time that some of the guards 
turned around to see what the 
commotion was about as we en- 
tered and started to move along 
the corridor. 


With most of the correspon- 


dents, including the writer, stop- 
ping to glance over the shoulder 
of tlfe guards into the condemned 
cells, it was only human for some 
of the GI's to turn their heads 
momentarily to see what was go- 
ing on. 


It is possible that in the mo- 


ment, or moments, the GI guard- 
ing Goering's cell turned his head 
and the crown pnnce of Nazidom 
managed to slip into his mouth the 
vial containing the syanide of 
potassium. 


Saw Goering 


It was just a few moments be- 


fore when I had peeked over the 
guard's shoulder into Goering's 
cell. 
L3~ing stretched 
out 
full 


length on a small iron cot was 
the bulky figure of the man the 
allied governments 
wci"e 
."o^t 


eager to have lead the parade of 
death to the gallows. 


Goering had gone to bed. al- 


though the lights of his cell and 
if the prison block were not yet 
dimmed. His body was covered by 
an ordinary khaki U. S. Army 
blanket. 
One bluish pajama-clad 


arm was outstretched, the other 
\vas folded over his chest with 
the fist closed.

steers brought S37.50. compared 
with the record yesterday set at 
$35.25, the previous record was 
set Aug. 30 at $30 25, and the OPA 
price ceiling was $20.25. The prac- 
tical steer top was $35.00 today, 
and lower grade cattle dropped off 
from $1.00 to $4.00. 


New Cattle Record 


Omaha, Neb , set a new cattle 


record for the third successive day 
at $33.00, up $2.00 from yester- 
day's best 


Hog prices took a beating, how- 


ever, under pressure of the heav- 
iest numbers since last January 
when 
a 
packinghouse workers 


strike was in the offing. An early 
top price of $23.00 at Chicago last- 
ed only a short time, and values 
sagged to i $22.00 top with $20.00 
th^ popular price. 
Some grades 


were off $7.00, good and choice 
barrows and gilts were averaging 
$5.00 down, and similar quality 
sows averaged $6.00 lower. 


Other markets showed a similar 


trend. 


At Sioux City. la., hogs were 


$3.25 to S4.25 a hundredweight 
lower with a top price established 
at $22 00. The St. Louis. Mo., mar- 
ket reported some grades of hogs

dyce walked from the tavern with 
police when they arrived. 


Ehfson's testimony opened the 


second day of the trial in Circuit 
court. The case was expected to 
go to the jury later this afternoon.

Nuernberg, Oct. 17 — (AP) — The 


bodies of Hermann Goering and 
the 10 hanged nazi war criminals 
have been cremated and the ashes 
"dispersed secretly," it was of- 
announced today. 


The announcement of the dis- 


position of the bodies was made 
at 5:35 p. m. by Col. B. C. An- 
drus prison commandant. 


He spoke in the name of the 


allied control council, which was 
in charge of all details of the 
hangings and burial. 


A six-line communique cleared 


up the major mystery in the wake 
of the hangings.
